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THE  McLAUGHLIN-BUICK  TORQUE  TUBE  DRIVE 


An  automobile  is  driven  by  the  power  from 
the  engine  transmitted  to  the  rear  wheels. 
The  wheels  in  turning  push  the  car  forward. 

In  the  McLaughlin-Buick  this  pushing 
force  is  exerted  through  the  torque  tube 
which  encloses  the  propeller  shaft,  and  not 
through  the  rear  springs.  Rigid  strut  rods 
hold  the  torque  tube  and  the  rear  axle  in 
perfect  alignment,  making  them  one  unit. 
It  is  impossible  for  the  rear  axle  to  get  out 
of  alignment  with  the  driving  shaft,  en- 
closed in  the  torque  tube,  and  therefore 
only  one  universal  joint  is  needed. 

This  one  universal  joint,  which  connects 
the  propeller  shaft  to  the  transmission,  is 
automatically  lubricated  by  oil  coming  from 
the  transmission  into  the  ball  housing,  inside 
of  which  the  universal  joint  operates,  then 
overflowing  back  into  the  transmission.  The 
universal  joint  thus  runs  in  a constant  bath 
of  oil  and  requires  no  other  attention  what- 
ever, as  far  as  lubrication  is  concerned. 

Proof  of  the  statement  that  all  the  driv- 
ing force  in  a McLaughlin-Buick  is  ex- 
erted through  the  torque  tube,  and  not 
through  the  rear  springs,  is  furnished  if 
both  the  rear  springs  on  a McLaughlin- 
Buick  are  removed  it  will  be  found  that 
the  McLaughlin-Buick  can  still  be  driven. 

The  torque  tube  drive  is  an  outstanding 
example  of  the  thorough  construction  that 
is  characteristic  of  the  McLaughlin-Buick. 

McLaughlin-Buick  at  no  time  builds  a 
car  to  meet  a price.  Instead,  every  part  of 
the  McLaughlin-Buick  is  built  in  accor-

price  is  determined  afterwards.  But  this 
price  is  always  reasonable  because  of  the 
great  number  of  McLaughlin-Buicks  sold. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  build  to 
McLaughlin-Buick  standards  at  McLaugh- 
lin Buick  prices  if  only  a few  thousand  cars 
were  made  each  year.

In  the  McLaughlin-Buick  torque  tube  drive  only  one  universal 
joint  at  point  (A)  is  needed.  This  joint  is  automatically 
lubricated  from  the  transmission,  therefore  the  owner  never  has 
to  bother  with  it. 

The  drive  shaft  (B),  which  is  entirely  enclosed,  transmits  the 
power  from  the  engine  to  the  axle  shafts  ( C , C)  through  the 
differential  (D).  This  shaft  ( B ) is  supported  by  bearings  at 
both  ends  and,  without  heavy  unsupported  universal  joints, 
runs  practically  true,  lending  to  the  smooth  operation  of  the 
car. 

The  arrows  show  the  direction  in  which  the  wheels  are  forced 
around.  This  driving  force  has  a tendency  to  turn  the  rear 
axle  around,  but  the  torque  tube  ( E ),  being  rigidly  bolted  to  the 
rear  axle  housing  and  attached  to  the  transmission  case  by  the 
ball  housing,  enclosing  the  universal  joint,  holds  the  axle  in 
place,  and  takes  all  the  driving  and  torque  strains. 

The  strut  rods  ( F ) keep  the  third  member  and  rear  axle  in 
perfect  alignment. 

The  springs  {G)  are  relieved  of  all  driving  strains.  They 
have  no  other  duty  but  to  make  the  car  ride  easy.  If  one  or 
both  springs  should  break  the  car  may  still  be  driven  home. 

This  type  of  construction  makes  the  McLaughlin-Buick 
easy  to  handle  when  the  going  is  rough,  and  also  accounts  for 
the  ability  of  a McLaughlin-Buick  to  pull  out  of  bad  places. 
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FLOATING  TYPE  REAR  AXLE 


The  only  duty  of  the  McLaughlin-Buick 
rear  axle  shaft  is  to  turn  the  wheels.  It 
does  not  have  to  support  any  of  the  car’s 
weight  because  the  McLaughlin-Buick 
rear  axle  is  the  floating  type.  The  wheels 
are  mounted  on  ball  bearings  that  fit  over 
the  rear  axle  housing  and  the  housing 
bears  all  the  weight.  The  possibility  of 
broken  axle  shafts  is  thus  reduced  to  the 
very  minimum. 

An  extra  margin  of  safety  is  provided 
here,  as  in  all  other  parts  of  the  McLaugh- 
lin-Buick, the  axles,  including  the  differ- 
ential case  and  gears,  which  are  carried  in 
the  center  housing,  having  been  made 
especially  strong  to  withstand  very  hard 
usage. 


The  McLaughlin-Buick  floating  rear  axle.  The  bearing  {A) 
is  mounted  on  the  rear  axle  housing  ( B ).  The  weight  of  the  car 
is  on  the  housing,  not  on  the  shaft.  If  the  shaft  breaks  the 
wheel  does  not  come  off,  and  the  car  may  be  towed.

The  car  interiors,  too,  reach  a new  high  level  of  beauty  and  luxury. 
All  the  trimming  in  the  closed  models  is  plush,  to  which  effective 
contrast  is  given  by  walnut  finish  mouldings,  and  body  hardware, 
such  as  door  handles,  of  special  McLaughlin-Buick  design.  The 
seats  are  built  over  new  design  springs,  and  are  supremely  com- 
fortable. 

Appointments  are  exceptionally  complete.  On  many  of  the  cars 
they  include  smoking  sets,  rich  carpets  for  rear  compartments,  robe 
l’ails,  elastic  pockets  on  doors,  silk  finished  window  shades,  foot 
rests  with  nickeled  brackets  and  many  other  features. 

All  models  have  new,  indirect  lighting  for  the  instrument  panel. 
The  soft,  subdued  rays  illuminate  the  dials,  pedals,  and  the 
ignition  lock  but  eliminate  glare.  The  speedometer  is  placed  so 
that  it  can  be  very  easily  seen  by  the  driver. 

Models  Fifty,  Fifty  L,  Fifty-one,  Fifty-four  C and  Fifty-eight 
have  heaters.  Opened  by  pressing  down  on  a lever  with  the  foot,  and 
shut  off  just  as  easily.  Careful  design  of  this  feature  makes  the 
operation  of  these  models  just  as  silent  when  the  heater  is  on  as 
when  it  is  off. 

The  open  Sport  Models  occupy  the  same  high  position  in  this  field 
as  do  the  McLaughlin-Buick  closed  models  in  theirs.  An  air  of 
dashing  smartness  prevails  in  them  down  to  the  smallest  detail. 

Their  double  texture  tops  are  trim  and  low  and  have  natural 
wood  bows  with  nickeled  sockets.  The  tops  fold  compactly  into  neat 
boots.  The  high  rear  decks  of  the  Roadster  models  have  com- 
fortable dickey  seats  and  are  carefully  finished.  Side  doors  are 
provided  for  admitting  golf  bags  or  other  small  luggage. 

Side  curtains  of  special  construction  with  extra  large  and  heavy 
pyralin  lights  are  furnished.  The  curtains  and  the  boots  are  stored 
in  a special  compartment,  back  of  the  driver’s  seat  in  the  Roadsters 
and  back  of  the  rear  seat  in  the  Tourings.

How  wood  is  selected 

Y et  quality  and  not  low  cost  is  the  outstand- 
ing fact  about  Fisher  Bodies — quality  that 
results  from  care  and  skill  at  every  stage  of 
manufacture. 

The  selection  of  wood  is  a good  example 
of  this  thoroughness.  A Fisher  Body  con- 
tains more  hardwood  than  any  other  type, 
and  every  foot  of  this  wood  is  carefully 
selected.  Fisher  representatives  choose  it  in 
the  rough — before  the  great  logs  enter  the 
sawmills — and  from  then  on  every  opera- 
tion on  that  wood  is  expertly  checked.  Thus, 
not  only  is  the  finest  of  wood  assured  for 
Fisher  Bodies,  but  also  solid  construction 
and  the  finest  fit  in  body  framework  so  that 
a Body  by  Fisher  remains  for  years  the 
beautiful  creation  it  is  when  it  issues  from 
the  shops. 

Details  that  assure  satisfaction 

Many  pages  would  be  required  even  to  list 
the  huge  number  of  details  involved  in  the 
construction  of  a single  Fisher  Body.  The 
wood  in  some  places  is  carefully  laminated 
to  prevent  warping.  Joints  are  carefully 
designed  so  that  they  will  resist  strain  as 
though  they  were  a single  unit.  Metal 
brackets  are  used  at  other  joints  to  insure 
substantial  construction  and  to  eliminate 
rattles,  and  wherever  this  meeting  of  wood 
and  metal  occurs,  special  anti-squeak  mate- 
rial is  used.  Small  holes  are  drilled  in  the 
wood  for  bolts  and  the  bolts  being  consid- 
erably larger  are  tightly  gripped,  effecting 
what  is  known  as  a drive-fit  and  eliminating 
any  possibility  of  squeaks. 
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A moisture  proof  wood  preservative  is 
applied  to  the  wood  in  the  top  so  that  mois- 
ture from  snow  or  rain  cannot  cause  warping 
or  distortion.  Each  metal  bracket  is  treated 
with  anti-rust  material  and  scores  of  other 
precautions  are  taken  to  insure  permanency 
as  well  as  beauty  and  comfort. 

Bodies  are  resilient 

And  always  the  necessity  of  resiliency,  as 
well  as  strength,  is  kept  in  view.  Just  as  a 
skyscraper  must  be  constructed  so  that  it 
will  sway  slightly,  so  must  an  automobile 
body  have  the  ability  to  give  sufficiently  to 
counteract  the  strains  due  to  uneven  roads. 
This  condition  has  been  adequately  met  in 
Fisher  Bodies  without  opening  the  way  for 
squeaks  and  rattles.

A most  important  point  to  remember  is  that 
Fisher  Bodies  are  designed  and  built  with 
particular  regard  to  the  chassis  on  which 
they  will  be  used.
